hig refusal mny have had foot 
pushed Into him, 

Unless you are sure you can 
win the rest of the family to 
co-operat: you had better have 
him ent at a low tabic, sented 
comfortably in a low chair be- 
fore the family meal begins. If 
he eats with — the family,! one 
person should take complete 
charge of him at meals, with no 
attention or remarks from any 
other person. Either have him 
nit by a low table next to the 
family tablo oor fm a chair 
high enough for him to see 
all the family = and cat com- 
fortably, He will fee. more 
grown-up if there in no {ray on 
the high chalr. 

Under Control 

Don't attempt uy corrective 
prugramnre — except to cM.m 
yourrelf and to let him alone 
go far ns possible unt you 
have got him well under con- 
trol between meds and apart 
from toilet training. Educate 
him during theas  betwetn- 
periods in the unambiguous 
meaning of ‘No! So that, for 
instance, when he 1s facing a 
Rpecific danger of injuring 
fomething or some person de- 
Mberatety he will stop at once 
when you say ‘No’ or ‘Stop.’ 
With consistent training you 
tnight accomplish such ina 
week or two. 

With this well achieved you 
have some good preparation 
for training him at the table. 
Then when you say ‘No’ re- 
farding # food he is not to have 
at the thme he wants It, be 
wih, be ready to accept thts 
‘No’ af final and without emo- 
tional explosion, If he has 
been pushing or throwing food, 
which be disiikes, from his 
pinte, or has been plaving 
with ft, or If he often has 
slid down from hin chair to run 
nbouf, a quict ‘No! will suffice, 
His respect for ‘No’ awny from 
the meal must be so well es- 
tablished that you will need 
to ray it ory once and In a 
moderate tone. You certaln- 
ly don't wish to slap his hands 
or thighs nt menitime since 
the paln can reduce the nttrac- 
tlon of food offered him, There 
must be no emotional con- 
feta, for real success. \ 

Small Helpings 

Place before him one food at 
a ume in very, very smals 
helpings, the one most Import- 
ant — first. Let him have no 
other food ull this ts consumed, 
Don't command or coax him to 
eat it, and don't push It into 
him, But if he has not chosen 
of hin own accord to eat it after 
n few minutes just remove 
the food or tet him pet down, 
you saying not another word 
See that be can have no other 
food {i the next regar 
meallime, If he has eaten the 
fest food offered, with bare 
hinds oor tools, sive him the 
next, and so on. Your chief ob- 
Jective ds to train him to ent 
what ls p.need before him) and 
to conform to your chosen 
sequence 

Be stire the amount of cach 
food ts very small: oa table. 
spoonful of milk at frst In his 
mass ts far better than a whole 
lass full: two pens or Iima

It isn't very plea- 
sant to have to hustle into the 
kitchen, before a guest enters 
to yet {nose dull old aluminium 
saucepans or that chipped en- 
amel one out of the way. 


Don't Iet soiled cooking uten- 
sits pile up. For your good 
and for theirs, soak, utensils as 
soon og they are empty or have 
been used. But don’t oversoak 
aluminium since it has a ten- 
dency to darken the metal, 
Wash them as soon as 
sible, soaking only fong cnour. 
to disodge clinging food 
particles, Don't usc an alu- 
minlum saucepan for cooking 
eggs, since the sulphur tends 
to cause discolourntion. En- 
amelware, stainless stect or 
niass are best for egg cookery. 


Make it a practice to po.ish 
aluminium utensils after cach 
use. It is but a jiffy Job and 
soon becomes a part of the 
whshing-up process. That way 
you will always have bright 
pots and pans. Despite every- 
thing there's nothing Uke a 
fine stecl-wool pad and soap 
to remove dark staln and keep 
the aluminium bright. These 
pads are so inexpensive {hat 
we are often amnzed to see 
rusty worn out = pits of pad 
stlll on the job. A large-size 
vox of steel] wool pad is tn- 
expensive and with a good sup- 
ply at hand, it ts casy to use a 
pad no coupte of times and then 
replace it with a fresh one.

SALT WATER 

Dr Howard Mcyeroff, geolo- 
gist ond administrative, secre~ 
tary of the American Associn- 
tlon for the Advancement of 
Science, said that sclence hos 
already taken machines to 
convert salt water for drinking 
purposes “out of the exferl- 
mental stage.” 

Dr Moyeroff also speculated 
that atomic energy may in tho 
futuro be used as fuct or heat 
for distilling salt water, He 
said the chemical technique of 
conversion probably Rube renal 
too expensive, bu evapora- 
tlom Technique being im- 
proved. He said that scientists 
are approaching ‘the point where 
the conversion of sca water into 
fresh is almost as economical as 
pumping fresh water long dis- 
tances and altitudes. : 

Predictions on the future us¢ 
of salt water were made by Dr 
Meyeroff, Dr Nelson Sayer, 
‘chief of ‘the: ground water divi- 
ston of the United States Geo~ 
logical Survey, and Dr Thorn- 
dike Saville of New York Uni- 
versity.
